WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 12,1904.— 


Last bulletin gave forecasts of disturb- 
ance to cross the continent Nov. 16 to 
20, warm wave 15 to 19, cool wave 18 to 
22. Next disturbance will reach Pacific 
coast about Nov. 21. cross west of 
Rockies by close of 22, great central 
valleys 23 to 25, easteru states 26 
Warm wave will cross west of Kockie 
about Nov. 21, great central valley* 23 
easteru states 25. Cool wave wilfcnw 
west of Rockies about Nov. 24,great ecu 
tral valleys 20, easteru slates 28. 


This disturbance will start in during 


the prevalence of an extensive cole 
wave and 
will cause a great rir<e i 


temperature but that warm wave w:__ 
soon collapse and Ihe weather will full 
back into a winter-like cold 
spell 


The cold will uot be to severe iu south- 
ern as lu northern states. By this 
mean tbat the cold will go more below 
tbe normal in northern slates. 


The force or intensity of this distur- 


bance will not be great until it reaches 
tbe New .England slates aud there the 
cold wave will be the most intense fea- 
ture. Not much precipitation will ac- 
company this disturbance and what 
there may be will consist of cold rains 
iu the south, snows iu the north. 


Immediately following date of this 


bulletin a cool wave is expected for 
north west aud storm wave iu Ohio 
valley; not severe but accompanied by 
considerable raina or snow. ' Temper- 
ature of the week ending Nov. 18 will 
average higher thau usual.

jwnuade W. Murray Crane, ex-Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts, now Senator, 
uppuinted. to succeed Senator Hoar, 
Elihu Root, ex-Secretary of War, and 
Cornelius N. Bliss of New York, to 
accept the place. 
The President ex- 


plained tbat be selected Mr. Cortelyou 
because of his high Integrity and de- 
clares tbat lie will be glad to have Ihe 
American people judge of the respective 
characters of Mr. (,'orttlyou and Mr. 
Taggari. President Roosevelt delicate- 
ly alludes to the character of ihe cam- 
paign conducted by Mr. Parker himself 
when he procured tbe election of David 
B. Hill 10 ihe governorship of New

United Slates au absolutely square aud 
honest administration iu tbe event of 
bis own election. He says, iu conclu- 
sion, "That statements made by Mr.

It can be an- 
nounced that Russia expects her wishes 
will be respected by all the powers to 
which sue has commtinicnttd her views. 
Count Cassiui, the Russian ambassa- 
dor,' said last night: 


"1 can announce that I have very 


good reason to believe that my govern- 
ment's emphatic opposition to any me- 
diation at 111 is time will be respected 
and observed by all ueutral powers." 


Of the suggestion ina..e 
in Great 


Britain that the United States take the 
lead lu a move for intervention, the 
ambassador hesitated to repeat what 
he has announced so many times, that 
he has positive assurances that this 
government, while at all times ready 
to offer Its services, has not the slight- 
est intention to take a step toward me- 
diation unless Invited by both belliger- 
ents. The Russian government Is fully 
aware of tue views of this government 
on the subject and It is deemed un- 
necessary at the Russian embassy here 
again to announce that it is confident 
this attitude will be strictly adhered to. 


It was decl-red positively from Lon- 


don that Japan had made unofficial ad- 
vances to Russia, without using any 
other power as an intermediary, and 
that Russia had promptly rejected the 
Tokio suggestion that the war be set- 
tled by diplomatic means. The speech 
of the British foreign secretary Wed- 
nesday night—a strong plea for arbi- 
tration, and a covert yet pronounced 
plea for Russia—fell In nicely with the 
theory of the London dispatch thnt the 
speech was intended as a hint to France 
and America that It was time for them 
*o Join forces In pressing ou Russia the 
need, in the Interest of humanity and 
the world at large, of eliding the war 
at once. 


Britain, as the friend and 
ally of 


Japan, France with the same relation 
to Russia, and America as the friend of 
the other four jinnies, were declared 
fit mediators. 
It was suggested that 


President Hoosevolt would take the In- 
itiative. Such n movement by the three 
powers would have great 
Inlluence, 


without necessarily taking on the na- 
ture .of intervention. 


Presumably nothing 
more 
forcible 


would be attempted than a strong rep- 
resentation to Russia of the reasons de- 
manding the cessation of the war, and 
the means by winch jieacc might be 
reached without a surrender of Russia's 
national honor. This

would 


come with the force of 
International 


public opinion, would of course Ignore 
Russia's expressed 
unwillingness to 


consider mediation, nut would, equally, 
of course, show that It meant to stop 
with n forcible presentation 
of 
the 


world's claims. 


Such an action would tend 
to put 


Russia in the wrong If 'slip refused to 
consider pcacp. just as Japan's 
unof- 


ficial move, which she is at liberty to 
repudiate officially. Inevitably gives her 
some advantage in international opin- 
ion. The question Is plainly a very dif- 
ficult one. 
Tin- thrpp powers named 


have, however, larire direct interest in 
seeing the war ended, and snme such 
action as outlined is not beyond the 
bounds of possibility.
